The idea of providing 


camp facilities, available to 
students from all over Can- 
ada to visit Expo, developed 
from a Centennial project of 
the staff at Elmvale High 
Schoo! in Ontario, The week 
our group spent in camp at 
Mont St, Hilaire, Quebec 
there were several hundreds 
of other young people there, 
Most of the campers came 
from Western Canada, part- 
icularly Edmonton, 

The camp itself could only 
be classified as ‘fair’ acco- 
modation, We arrived after 
midnight and the huts were 
overcrowded to the point 
where our girls spent the 
first night sleeping in the 
camp store, The buildings 
were army-type huts simi- 
lar to those which used to be 
located in parts of Edmonton 
as temporary housing, They 
were relatively clean but 
lacking in air circulation, 
They had a few circulating 
mosquitoes and a screen 
door the purpose of which 
seemed to be to punctuate 
the comings and going of 
various individulas during 
the night, 

Bedtime was invariably 
in the early hours of the 
morning - supervisors last, 
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Junior Forest Wardens 


Frank Tinning, Lance Mitchel and Jamie Tinning are 
seen on a rope bridge at the Junior Forest Wardens camp 
at Jarvis Lake, near Hinton, where they completed a 
rigorous 10-day bush survival and forest appreciation 
training course, sponsored by the Provincial Department 
of Youth and run by the Chief Junior Forest Warden 
and his staff, Their day normally started before breakfast 
with a quick dash over an obstacle course which included, 
among others, crawling through tunnels, over a swamp 
on a rope, over water on a pulley and cable and so on, 
They received instruction in forest conservation, canoeing, 
swimming and water safety, and how to survive in the 
bush with little in the way of supplies and equipment, The 
final two days were spent up river in canoes living off the 
land, Any St, Albert boy interested in this type of training 
could contact any of these three boys, The Tinning phone

No one had really slept the 
first night on thetrainonthe 
way down and by thetime we 
came back home sleep 
seemed to have been some- 
thing we had left behind in 
St, Albert, 

Food was a problem at 
camp and onthetrains, Nor- 
mal young people it seems 
must be fed regularly every 
three hours or so supple- 
mented by snacks in between. 
The railway company was 
just not equipped to feed the 
large number of people trav- 
elling this summer and this 
meant that to eat we had to 
wait, and wait, and wait, 
At camp food was limited 
in quantity and at least once 
late-comers were just too 
late, Usually supper was 
‘meat patties’ and powdered 
potatoes, Inevitably some 
pocket-money was spent on 
food at Expo, 

However, all survived - 
maybe to appreciate home 
cooking that much more, 
When we consider that for 
$55,00 we were provided 
with sleeping accomodation, 
food, a passport to Expo for 
seven days, and return bus 
transportation to and from 
Expo daily the inconveni- 
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ences become minor, Camps 
are not home, 

Our first sighting of Expo 
came about as we travelled 
by bus from the station after 
our midnight arrival in Mon- 
treal, It was clearly visible 
as we crossed Victoria 
Bridge, Flagging spirits re~ 
vived into a chorus or two 
of ‘Alouette’ and other dis- 
plays of youthful excitement, 

Based onthe twin assump- 
tions that the members of 
our group were generally 
mature and responsible in- 
dividuals, and that they 
would tend to go around in 
small ‘pal-groups’ we alle 
owed them to wander freely 
on the Expo site, This wor- 
ked out very well, all saw 
more of what they were in- 
dividually interested insee- 
ing, No one got lost having

Mr, Bakker suggested that 
we should call for a special 
meeting of the council with 
the Honorable E, Gerhard, 
the new Minister of Municl- 
pal Affairs, It was further
